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The applicants argue that they show that their invention is less toxic, doesn't 
discolor and has the specific physical properties of the example in their disclosure. The 
examples in the disclosure comprise narrow formulations of specific polyols and 
polyisocyanates. The claims read on broader compositions that would encompass a 
broader range of properties than those of the examples. The rejection based on 
Hashimoto in view of Szycher would result in polyurethanes made with aliphatic 
diisocyanate components and that would be hydrolytically stable and color stable.
